| Brownlee reminded his audience that 
|$5.170,000 worth of works had been 
approved and ratified as between the 
Dominion and provincial governments 
sinee the inception of the Unemploy- 
jment and Parm Relief Act. 

“Por s province with a population 
of 700,000, this, I think. is a most 
creditable record.” he said 

Of the total approved, the province's 
share was $1,864 000 

Up until December 31, 1931, fully 
$1,600,000 of the approved amount had 
been expended, or, there had been 
provided a total of 3,127,000 man 
hours of work 

The question facing authorities in 
the future was whether to aim at 
subsiantis!l relief work or to provide 
greeter eomforts for those taking part 
in the work. 

“Personally,” he said, “my vote 
will go for greater comfort, rather 
than for more work. Believing in 
this principle we will have to watch 
eur budget carefully apd see the 
time coming when finances will no 
longer warrant large expenditures. 
Then, perhaps, the actual work pro- 
gram may be modified to give a 
gteater measure of comfort to those 
unfortanates in need in these 
troublous times.”

To add to the calamitous stste of 
affairs, said the premier, several 
South American republics had de- 
faulted in principal and interest pay- 
ments. United States residents had 
between $500,000,000 and $700,000,000

per cent, for $6, it was small wonder 
the investing public was loathe to send 
good money after bad 

Then there was the uncertainty of 
the German situation, which was 
the greatest stumbling block to re- 
adjustment and which was hang- 
ing over the world like a dense cloud 
almost causing a panic in United 
States money markets. 

Germany owed two kinds of debts, 
war reparations, mainly owing to 
France and short terms obligations, 
principally due Great Britain and 
the United States. 

Recently there had been 3,090 bank 
failures in the United States. Much of 
this was private capital, which coupled 
th fear of Germany defaulting in 
obligations, had caused a drying-up of 
the money market for borrowing) 
nations.

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GETTING THE LION’S SHARE 
+ Apparently Canada’s sea ports, and the 
transportation systems and shipping in- 
terests using and serving these ports, fared 
a good deal better last year in the handling 
of the entire export wheat crop than they 
did in handling that part of the export 
that was designated as billed to Great Bri- 
tain, to which reference was made in these 
columns a few days since. 

Figures compiled by the Dominion 
Burecu of Statistics, from which authority 
the figures regarding the export to Bri- 
tain were also obtained, show that in the 
last crop year Canada sent oversea 220,- 
392,825 bushels of wheat. Of this amount 
64,658,900 bushels shipped from 
Montreal and other ports on the St. Law- 
rence, 9,363,665 from Canadian ports on 
the Atlantic coast, 74,541,806 bushels from 
Canadian Pacific ports, and 71,828,454 
bushels from United States Atlantic ports. 

Roughly stated, one-third of the whole 
export wheat of the Dominion went out 
through the St. Lawrence and Canadian 
Atlantic ports, one-third through Canada’s 
Pacific ports, and the remaining one-third 
through United States ports on the Atlan- 
tic coast. Canadian seaports thus han- 
dled two-thirds of the entire export trade, 
with the resultant benefitS going to the 
rail and water carriers and the shipping in- 
terests identified with these outlets. 

Another gratifying fact shown is that, 
by way of compensation for the third of 
he Canadian crop that went oversea from 
ted States Atlantic ports, a very heavy 
volume of United States grain went over- 
sea through Canada’s St. Lawrence and 

tlantic ports. Canadian ports, it is said, 
actually handled greater exports of United 
States wheat in 1930 and in the two imme- 
diately preceding years, than passed 
through United States sea ports. 

The somewhat curious picture is thus 
presented of a stream of Canadian wheat 
moving from Buffalo and other Lake ports 
to United States ports on the Atlantic, and 
this stream being crossed by another 
stream of United States wheat moving 
down the Lakes and the St. Lawrence 
through Canadian channels to Canadian 
ports. Weather conditions doubtless have 
a good deal to do with that; the earlier 
ripening wheat from the middle States 
moving down the St. Lawrence before 
freeze-up, while Canadian grain moves to 
the United States Atlantic ports after the 
St. Lawrence has closed. 

The conclusion from these figures is 
that the Canadian ports and routes are 
getting the big end of the export wheat 
trade of the continent, a fact that Cana- 
dians everywhere should regard with high 
satisfaction.

THE IDEALS ARE COMMON 

The U. F. A. is an association of ideal- 
ists, admittedly so, even professedly so. 
At a time when everybody is scanning the 
horizon for a break in the clouds of depres- 
sion, a convention of the association was 
bound to be notable for the emphasis 
placed upon ideals, and also for the ex- 
pounding of theories for the ° bringing 
about of a better condition of things and 
one less liable to a periodic slump. 

_ At least this emphasis has been sup- 
plied in two addresses to which the dele- 
gates have listened, one by the President, 
Mr. Gardiner, the other by Mr. Woods- 
worth, M. P. for North Winnipeg. Mr. 
Gardiner’s annual address was an extend 
ed argument to prove that the times have 
changed and demand new methods. Mr. 
Woodsworth, in two hour speech, e2 
cused Germany, lauded Russia, and slam- 
med Canadian businessmen with equa! en- 
thusiasm. , 

Upon one thing the speakers were in 
entire agreement, that troubles 
due not to ourselves, but to our “ec 
system.” It may be suspected that 
they mean is our lack of system, since Mr. 
Woodsworth calls for a “plan” and 
Gardiner for some sort of a “co-operative 
commonwealth”. In either case the idea 
is that Government spould take complete 
charge, regulate the goings and comings 
and doings of individual! citizens, perhaps 
on the Soviet model; and that the personal 
liberties and rights common to democratic 
countries should be abolished to whatever 
extent might be necessary to achieve the 
all-comprehending supremacy of the 
State. 

Perhaps that is what we are coming to, 
but it may be doubted that the change is 
im ing. It may even be doubted that 
the delegates who lisetned to the ad- 
dresses, and applauded them, would relish 
the change if it should come. That the

Brownlee Government will turn “Red” 
overnight no one imagines. That Mr. Ben- 
nett will assume the functions and meth- 
ods of Mr. Stalin is quite as unlikely. Our 
experience with co-operate enterprises in 
Alberta is hardly such as to cause the pub- 
lic to hope that either will happen. 

But, whatever may be thought of the 
theories, there can be no quarrel among 
public-spirited people as to the idea that 
is behind them. Men and women are of 
more importance than dollars. That is 
the basis upon which both speeches were 
built. Radical leaders have no monopoly 
on that truth, nor on the recognition of it. 
It is being declared from the housetops by 
political leaders of all stripes, and by in- 
dustrial leaders and financial leaders as 
well. The age may be material; but the 


idealism that gives first place to human 
welfare was never so widely proclaimed 
as it is today.

‘Contractor Called Upon to 


Pay Fair Price at Crom- 
dale School 


The Edmonton Public 
Board committee on buildings and 
grounds, after hearing views of the 
Trades and Labor Council Wednes- 
day afternoon regarding the recent 
school building contracts held by 


the Poole Construction Co., Ltd., at 

the new Cromdale school, decided 

to recommend payment of fair 
wages and proposed to hold out con- 
tractors’ pay therefor. 

This was the decision should the 
Fair Wage Officer's report justify the 
claims of the laborers, for an amount 
sufficient to cover the difference be- 
tween the accepted fair wage and the 
wage paid 

Carl Berg, president of the Trades 
and Labor Council, headed the dele- 
gation to the board and gave a brief 
outline of negotiations in connection 
with the question of the rate of pay 
to laborers. 

He stated that negotiations had 
been carried on for two months with 
the builders’ exchange, but no satis- 
factory agreement had been reached 
Some contractors, he said, had bid, 
basing their tenders on a fair wage 
tate of 50 cents an hour. The wage 
paid on this contract was 45 cents an 
hour.
